Mr. James L. Fairleigh Dies 
Owensboro At the Age 
Of 79.

YAS BORN IN MEADE COUNTY. 

He Was A Life Long Republican And 
Cashier of The Meade County De- 
posit Bank Until Its 
Liquidation. 



Brandenburg, Ky., Oct. 80th, (Special.)— When Gladstone pass- 
ed beyond we said, "A grand man has gone I" Just as truly and sin- 
cerely do we, that knew Mr. James L. Fairleigh, say from our hearts, 
"A grand old man has gone to bis reward." "Well done, thon good 
and faithful servant, come up higher into thejoys of thy Lord I" 

Mr. Fairleigh, aged seventy -nine years, died at noon last Thursday 
in Owensboro at the home of his daughter, Mrs. Chepeze Wathen, from 
acute pneumonia, after an illness of five days. He was born in Meade 
county in 1820. At one time he lived at Rumsey, Ky., where he was 
in the sawmill business with his brother Henry. Mr. Fairleigh was 
for many years engaged in the dry goods business here. He was a life 
long Republican and served as Chief Deputy in Gen. Murray's office 
when he was United States Marshal and made his home in Louisville. 
He came back to this place and was a most efficient, reliable, oashier 
of the Meade County Deposit Bank from its organisation to its liquida- 
tion little over a year ago. He then went to Owensboro. 

Mr. Fairleigh was a devout Methodist having embraced religion 
early in life. He never turned aside from a Christian's path. His 
whole long pilgrimage was a continuous sermon. Mr. Fairleigh was 
one of the few that really observed the "Golden Rule" in social, politi- 
cal and religious circles. He was firm, but conservative. He was 
interested Sunday-school teacher in his younger days. 

He was twice married— Bach wife was a Miss Murray. By bis 
first union he leaves one daughter, Mrs. J. W. Lewie, of this plane. 
Miss Jane Murray, whom he married fifty odd years ago, survives him 
and by whom he leaves three children:— David and Andrew, of Louis- 
ville, and Mrs. Chepeze Wathen, of Owensboro. His sisters are Mrs. 
Mary Stuart, of Brooklyn, N. Y.; Mrs. LetitU Wilson, of Pinkeyville, 
111.; his brothers — Jduge 0. C. Fairleigh, of this place, and John 8., of 
Indianapolis, Ind. 

The remains were brought to Mr. J. W. Lewis' home on Friday, 
where the Rev. A. D. Litchfield, of the M. E. ohuroh, read the beauti- 
ful, touching, burial service of the ohuroh; prayer and singing followed.

Exquisite white roses, true emblems of his spotless life, with 
other lovely floral designs, were laid by loved ones upon his elegant 
casket. A more devoted husband and father none ever knew; affection- 
ate brother, loyal friend.

Pram second lot I sail 160 bushels at 70 oants=#l 12.00. After 
paying fiat my fertiliser I have 690.76 from lot No. 9 and from lot 
I No. 1 I have 666.00. I will be sure to get a fine stand of grass and

To The Farmer

A WORD TO THE WISE. 



On* of the moat helpful thing! I ever 
learned in horticulture was about pad- 
dlinu trees and all aorta of plant* before 
setting them. The flnt thing every 
transplanted tree or plant moat do be- 
fore it can grow !n its new location la to 
health* wounds made upon its mole 
and start new rootlets through which to 
absorb moisture end food from the soil. 

The closer and more drroly the earth 
is pressed to them the more readily tbey 
can do this. It takes time for the par- 
ticles ol soil to get into as close contact 
with the roots as it waa before transplant- 
ing, no matter how well the work is 
done. This is where puddling comes in. 

The cost is nothing except a very lit- 
tle work. It is done thus: 

Near where the trees or plants are 
heeled in, or the place where tbey are 
to be planted, dig a hole 2 ft in diameter 
and 1 ft deep. Fill it nearly full of wat- 
er. Into thia put mellow earth that ia 
partly composed of clay, and stir it until 
it is a mass of thin, sticky mud. As 
toon as the roots are trimmed ready for 
planting dip them into it bodily. If 
there Is any delay »bout planting and 
the mud dries eo that it is not sticky, 
puddle them again. When the mellow 
•oil comes in contact with these muddy 
roots it will stick to them cloaUy. Those 
who have never tried this plan can have 
no knowledge of the good that follows. 
I pnddle almost every plant that I set, 
and Bnd that it always pays. Cabbage 
and sweet potato plant* will start into 
new growth almost without wilting, no 
matter what the w*ath*r may b* at th*

Th* beat and most proBtable way of 
disposing of skim milk and buttermilk is 
to feed them to pigs. Where butter ia 
made extensively, or •▼en on a small 
seal*, there is opportunity for keeping 
pigs at a very a'ight cost If the re- 
quired number are not raised upon the 
. farm, they may be purchased at six 
weeks old, or at weaning time. For a 
lew weeks at least after weaning, tbey 
will thrive beet on sweet skim milk. 
Buttermilk is alao good, but should not 
be fed undiluted, or scours may result. 
With plenty of warmed milk combined 
with brand, shorts or other ground feed 
—of which corn should form but a small 
portion, if any— pasture if convenient, 
and pure water at all times, pigs which 
have received good oar* through the 
mother previous to weaning them will 
grow to thrifty maturity. 

The practice of keeping over pigs or 
•botes until a year old or more is almost 
if not quite out of date. Quick returns 
make the pront In raising hogs for mark- 
et. It must be an exceptional case 
which would warrant keeping them lon- 
ger than six or eight months. As fast as 
the pigs of one lot are fattened and sold, 
others should be ready to take the place* 
ol those disposed of. It to far better in 
the writer's estimation, which to based 



milk to pigs rather than to calves, ex- 
cept ia the case of heifers, or an except- 
ionally fine male, which It might be de- 
sirable to raise. A pig at six months will 
bring nearly as much as a steer at three 
time* that age. At present prices of fat 
cattle, no farmer can afford to raise them 
for beef, while la six month, the pig will 
be In prime condition lor sale and re- 
turn a good profit.

According to Sec. Wilson, it costs from 
$30 to $40 after the horse is purchased in 
Chicago, Buffalo or the eastern hslf of 
the U.S. before ho can be disposed of in 
London, Antwerp, Parle and Hamburg.

Should Be Given More Promi 
nence In All the Schools of 
Today. 



FUNDAMENTAL PRINCIPLE OF EDUCA- 
TION. 



[By Mr. Rachel B. Lay.) 

A* Mr. Bebbags kindly offered a col- 
umn in bit vulnsblr piper for the Inter- 
change ol the ideas of teachers, end pr»- 
•uming they havn not aa yet, bad the 
time to give, being encaged In teaching, 
I take It for granted that I, as an ez- 
teecher, may take advantagea of this of- 
fer, and give an idea, or opinion what- 
ever yon chooee to call It. 

In Waiting the various acbooli In my 
teach, (while I very much appreciate 
and approve of many of the new method* 
of teaching that have come Into nae 
alnoe my dayi of pedagogy,) 1 notice a 
very decided neeleet of spelling; and In 
moat every Instance, both In intermrdi 
ate and advanced clas.es, a greater de- 
ficiency in tbat branch than in any oth- 
er. Although I think writing ia lino 
"too much overlooked, I think good 
spelling should be much preferred to 
good writing provided there most be a 
deficiency in one, or the other, which it 
not necessary at all. A young lady or 
gentleman seeking a business position 
wonld stand a poor chance indeed, il 
when requested to draw up an article of 
any kind, he would present it with 
the words spelled incorrectly. The old 
"blue backed" Elementary Spelling Bjok 
that ia Ignored by all the teachers of the 
present day and pronounced "not fl for 
•hot gun wadding," has turned out more 
good spellers than ill the spelling books 
now in nse, considering the number of 
pupils then and now. 

Instead of spelling being considered 
of so little worth in oar schools and only 
a secondary matter, it ought to be look' 
ed upon aa one of the fundamental prin- 
eiplesof a good education. I notice that 
many persons who are looked upon as

State and County Working To- 
lether For the Farm- 
er This Fall. 

QOOD ROADS AN OBJECT. 

Hon. Lucas Moore, commissioner of 
agriculture, is pushing the preparations 
for ths farmers' Institutes to be helddui 
ing the months of November and Dec- 
ember. The plans pursued this ysar 
will be tbe same as followed in the 
of Indiana The mat- will be divided 
into sections, piecing 10 or 12 counties 
to s section. The turn ol 125 will be 
paid each county to cover the »xp 
of bolilns so institute in esch county of 
ths section. It is not expected Ilia' the 
entire state can be overrd, but a 
berof sections srn being organised, and 
ths institutes will greatly exceed 
number those heM last ysar. 

Ths section comprising the counties ol 
Henderson, Daviess, Mclean, Ohio, 
Grsyson, Hardin, Meade, iireckenrldge 
and Hancock are being rapidly worked 
up nndar ths lesdershlp of Dr. P. A. 
Foot*, of Irvlngton. snd Mr. John D. 
Babbage, ol Oloverport, and the pros- 
pects are bright for a successful mteting 
In esoh ol those counties. The plan, 
briefly stated, la to. elect sn executive 
committee, composed of s member 
each county in the section, which shall 
meet at once and decide whatsubj.cls 
it would be most henruVsl to have dis- 
cussed and arrange lor speakers to dla 
ones this subj-cts It will be the policy, 
ss far as possible, to employ local talent, 
but whon found necessary speakers 
be engsged from oilier states. As 
aa the committees are organized by the 
election of a chaiiman, secretary and 
treasurer, the sum due the section will 
be turned over to the committee, to be 
accounted for by proper vouchers, show- 
ing for what the money was expended. 

Mr Robert F Dulaney, tho organisor 
employed by tbe bureau, will in tbe 
next few days visit the section compris- 
ing the counties ol Jefferson, Shelby, 
O <ihnm, Hear*, Owen, Trimble, Carrol', 
Usllstln, Boone, Kenton, Campbell, 
Grant and Pendleton. He will arrange 
lor tbe selection ol the committal 
that section while eogag-d in organising 
agricultural Improvement societies. Far- 
mers of those counties should give him 
their active support. There Is no way 
by which the agriculture of the state can 
be more improved than by holding these 
the discussion of Improved 
1 farming. The county 
nepers of those and other counties will 
copy and otherwise lend their aid
